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Club Culture 


S.F.’s clubs are shutting down left and right. How has 1015 Folsom managed to stay around for 30 years?

When Ira Sandler took over 
SoMa’s Das Klub and reopened it as 1015 
Folsom on a Friday the 13th in 19839, it 
was not the most auspicious of begin- 
nings. 

The Loma Prieta earthquake hap- 
pened days later, for one, and there 
were cultural headwinds besides. 
Nightlife in the ’80s was largely about 
live rock and punk shows, not DJ-led 
parties, and AIDS was decimating a 
community that had kept it all going 
once disco was banished from the 
mainstream and began to morph into 
house. 

“We had Doc Martin playing house, 
and sophisticated cocktail music in 
the front room,’ Sandler says. “Besides 
Doc we had Ernie Monson, but what 
really saved 1015 through those first 
few hard months was San Francisco’s 
gay community. Gus Bean did our first 


New Year’s Eve and started Colossus 
which continued on successfully a few 
weeks later and ran on a few more 
years. It was an instant success.” 

Colossus took off at a dark time in 
part because of Bean, who'd been a 
promoter at the legendary late-night 
club Trocadero Transfer, and partly 
because from 1977 until 1984, the 
address had been home to Sutro Baths, 
a gay bathhouse. These are huge names 
to those who were there and those who 
wish they had been. 

And so 1015 Folsom was born. 

In addition to being the place where 
serial killer Andrew Cunanan met 
Gianni Versace, 1015 Folsom has also 
played host to titans like Giorgio Mo- 
roder — you can pretty much divide 
music history into categories marked 
“Before” and “After” Donna Summer’s 
“T Feel Love” — as well as Madonna, 
Ja Rule, Fatboy Slim, global mega-DJ 
Tiésto for his first West Coast show, 
and Anderson .Paak before he blew

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up and started winning Grammys. 
Clubs come and go, often for bullshit 
reasons like disputes with neighbors 
who bought a condo in an entertain- 
ment district only to conclude that 
entertainment constitutes a nuisance. 
These days, Mezzanine is on borrowed 
time after a landlord dispute, yet a few 
blocks away, 1015 soldiers on. 

It’s about staying relevant, Sandler 
says, a bizspeak truism that nonethe- 
less contains plenty of honest truth. 
He’s retained staffers for decades — a 
rare thing in an industry with noto- 
riously high turnover. A bar manager 
who'd been with him since the early 
90s died last year, but the guy who 
hired him is still there, and an R&D 
person who left to work on Holy Cow 
and start their own sound company 
later returned. He looks for rule-break- 
ers he trusts, like the promoter-pro- 
ducer DJ Dials, who sometimes throws 
two or three simultaneous parties in 
the five-room club with a capacity of 


around 1,350. Constant renovations 
and refreshes have given the venue a 
sense of mystery, in that you can walk 
around and approach various rooms 
from different angles and feel like 
youre on a treasure hunt. 

Of DJ Dials, Sandler says, “You 
have one of the best innovators in 
staying ahead of the curve and a true 
disruptor and a person with an ear 
to how to start the trends instead of 
follow them. 

“Most clubs come up with formulas, 
and it’s a tough thing,” he adds. “It’s 
not me going out seven nights a week. 
It’s me being a coach and choosing 
great players.” 

Of course, after 30 years, a venue is 
going to rack up some detractors. Chris 
Zaldua, a San Francisco DJ and writer, 
notes that not all the complaints add 
up. 

“Tve seen and heard people com- 
plain about 1015 Folsom for almost 
every reason under the sun,” he says. 
“It’s too big. It’s not big enough. It’s 
too crowded. It’s too empty. It’s too 
crowded, but with all the wrong peo- 
ple. There’s not enough people, or the 
right people at least. It’s too loud. It’s 
not loud enough. It’s too dark. There’s 
too many lights. 

“T’ve also had genuinely life-chang- 
ing moments there,” he adds, citing 
Joy Orbison and Moodymann. “The 
thing is, clubs like 1015 Folsom don’t 
really exist anymore. It’s huge. Cav- 
ernous, even. ... It’s celebrated and 
showcased almost every genre of music 
under the sun, including some I loathe, 
and some | imagined I'd never experi- 
ence in a mainstream club,” he says. 

At a house he owns in Bernal 
Heights that he hasn't lived in for 
years, Sandler is an unusual interview 
subject. He’d dictated notes to himself, 
later writing keywords on a series of 
colored index cards, tools to recall the 
distribution channels by which house 
music that no one had yet heard ar- 
rived in San Francisco. Heterosexual 
DJs, some of whom worked at radio 
stations and got new records before 
anyone else, played at queer nights. 

“My memories are of a sense of 
fabulousness,” Sandler, who is also 
straight, says of the mad late ’80s, 
when he had to be the sound tech, the 
lighting tech, oversee security, and 
run over to Kinkos to print flyers for 
these underground parties nobody 
might otherwise learn about. “It just 
breathed exuberance. No straight 
club was playing that music, so ina 
sense the gay community was in the 
vanguard of playing the best music 


you could hear on the planet. ‘The cel- 
ebration at that time was people who 
wanted to reaffirm what was the most 
important thing in life: just connecting 
and letting yourself go to the music.” 

In addition to the short-lived Co- 
lossus, there are seminal raves and 
1015 staples like Release and Spundae, 
the latter of which remains one of the 
biggest risks Sandler says he ever took 
on account of the largely European DJs 
they booked having relatively small fol- 
lowings in the U.S. at that time. 

“Putting money out there and tak- 
ing losses and building toward the fu- 
ture” was the way to get that electronic 
music to new audiences, he says. “We 
built a worldwide reputation doing 
something no one else was going. That 
paid off.” 

But the most significant party 
might be Pura, one of S.F’s lon- 
gest-running Latin nights — every 
Saturday for the past nine years. Over 
the years, Sandler has observed that 
the Latinx community appreciates and 
reciprocates respect, and Pura’s reg- 
ulars aren’t as “jaded” as some other 
communities with a wider range of 
alternatives. 

“They're coming there as much 
to be the party as much as have the 
party come to them,” he says. “They 
bring the enthusiasm, energy, joy, and 
celebration — and we just have to be 
the backdrop for them. As long as we 
treat them extremely well and do all 
our production to the highest quality, 
they’re very loyal.” 

The last anniversary Sandler did 
was in 1996, with “Carl Cox in 1996 
and a whole list of all the people who 
came here for the first 10 years.” So 
this year’s 30th anniversary doesn’t 
entirely sync with that timeline, but 
1015’s calendar for October is full of 
huge names, including Dixon (Oct. 11), 
Black Coffee (Oct. 15), Honey Dijon 
with Jlin (Oct. 18), and a Justice DJ 
set (Oct. 20). There’s a 30-year anthol- 
ogy forthcoming, too, as befits a venue 
that’s done more than almost anyone 
to keep club culture alive in San Fran- 
CiSCo. 

“We don’t put oxygen in the air like 
Las Vegas,” Sackler says of patrons’ 
palpable excitement. “We take them on 
a thrill ride of their lives.”

Supreme Court will decide on 


‘Dreamers,’ LGTBQ workplace 
rights and abortion 


Liberal causes willneed some help from the other side.

The Supreme Court opens its 
new term on Monday facing decisions on 
the so-called Dreamers, LGBTQ rights, 
religion and abortion. 

The justices will decide whether 
President Trump may revoke the 
Obama-era protections for more than 
700,000 young immigrants, known as 
the Dreamers, who were brought to 
the country illegally as children. And 
they will rule on whether the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 — which forbids 
job discrimination “because of sex” — 
protects gay, lesbian, transgender and 
queer employees from being fired. 

The cases come before a court with 
five conservatives appointed by Repub- 
licans and four liberals appointed by 
Democrats. 

Compared to the relative calm of 
last year, this term’s lineup of cases will 
almost surely spark more ideological 
splits, predicted Irv Gornstein, direc- 
tor of the Supreme Court Institute at 
Georgetown Law School. “We will likely 
see a court moving further and faster 
in a rightward direction,” he said. “The 
docket almost guarantees it.” 

But the wild card again may be Chief 
Justice John G. Roberts Jr., who often 
strives to show that the high court, un- 
like the rest of official Washington, is 
not divided along political lines. 

“When you live in a politically po- 
larized environment, people tend to 
see everything in those terms,” Roberts 
said last month at an appearance in 
New York City. “That is not how we at 
the court function.” 

The fall’s major cases on LGBTQ 
rights and the Dreamers are likely to 
divide the justices along familiar lines. 

Few argue that when Congress ad- 
opted the historic Civil Rights Act in 
1964, its aim was to protect gays, lesbi- 
ans, transgender and queer employees. 
But Title VII of the law says employers 
may not fire someone “because of ... 
race, color, religion, sex or national 
origin.” 
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LGBTQ-rights advocates point to 
those words and invoke an unlikely 
source for support: the late Justice 
Antonin Scalia. The conservative icon 
had insisted judges should decide cases 
based on the words of the law, not the 
intentions of the legislators. 

Relying on Scalia’s approach, U.S. 
appeals courts in New York, Chicago 
and Cincinnati ruled recently that job 
discrimination based on an employee’s 
sexual orientation or gender identity is 
illegal discrimination “because of sex” 
under the federal civil rights act. 

But the U.S. appeals court in Atlanta 
tossed out a similar discrimination 
claim filed by Gerald Bostock, a child 
welfare coordinator for Clayton Coun- 
ty, Ga., who said he was fired shortly 
after he joined an LGBTQ-friendly 
softball league. 

On Tuesday, the court will hear ar- 
guments in Bostock vs. Clayton Coun- 
ty, along with a suit brought by a trans- 
gender employee who was fired from 
her job at a funeral home in Detroit. 

Trump administration lawyers will 
urge the court to rule for the employ- 
ers. 

California and 21 other states have 
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laws that forbid discrimination based 
on sexual orientation, but Congress 
has not added such explicit protection 
to federal law. If the high court rules 
against the employees, “it would be 
announcing to employers in half the 
country that it is perfectly legal to fire 
LGBTQ employees,” Chandy said. 

On Nov. 12, the court will hear the 
case of the Dreamers vs. President 
Trump. Shortly after Trump took of- 
fice, his administration said it would be 
reverse President Obama’s order that 
granted relief from deportation and 
allowed work permits to be issued to 
700,000 young immigrants who arrived 
as children. 

However, Trump’s advisors did so by 
claiming that Obama’s order, known as 
Deferred Action for Childhood Arrivals 
(DACA), was unconstitutional and 
illegal. A judge in San Francisco and 
the U.S. 9th Circuit Court of Appeals 
blocked the reversal on procedural 
grounds. Those judges said Obama’s 
order was entirely legal, and therefore, 
cannot be rescinded based on a false 
claim. 

On abortion, the court is poised to 
rule this term on regulation of doctors 
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who perform abortions — but 
not on an abortion ban. In 
February, the court temporar- 
ily blocked Louisiana from en- 
forcing a new law that would 
require every physician who 
performs abortions to have 
admitting privileges at a near- 
by hospital. Three years ago, 
the high court by a 5-3 vote 
struck down an identical law 
in Texas on the grounds that it 
would shut down most of the 
state’s clinics. Justice Anthony 
M. Kennedy, now retired, was 
in the majority then. 

Last year, a federal appeals 
court in New Orleans up- 
held the Louisiana law, even 
though it was expected to 
force all but one clinic to close 
there. On Friday, the justices 
said they would hear the case 
of June Medical Services vs. 
Gee, and the election-year 
ruling will signal whether the 
court is ready to uphold much 
stricter regulation of abortion 
providers. 





HIV prevention 
drugs willbe 
available over 
the counter 

in California 


Sen. Scott Wiener’s legislation 
Signed into law by Governor 
Newsom on Monday

California will expand access to HIV 
prevention drugs by allowing pharmacies to 
offer the medications without a prescription 
under a law signed by Gov. Gavin Newsom on 
Monday. 

Senate Bill 159 by Sen. Scott Wiener, 
D-San Francisco, and Assemblyman Todd 
Gloria, D-San Diego, allows pharmacists to 
dispense pre-exposure prophylaxis, known 
as PrEP, and post-exposure prophylaxis, 
known as PEP over the counter in a way 
similar to birth control and emergency 
contraceptives. The law will also bar in- 
surance companies from requiring prior 
authorization before the HIV prevention 
drugs are provided. 

“Recent breakthroughs in the preven- 
tion and treatment of HIV can literally 
save lives,’ Newsom said in a statement. 
“All Californians deserve access to PrEP 
and PEP, two treatments that have trans- 
formed our fight against HIV and AIDS. I 
applaud the Legislature for taking action 
to expand access to these treatments and 
getting us close to ending HIV and AIDS 
for good.” 

Studies have shown that people who 
take the daily medication PrEP dramati- 
cally reduce their chances of being infected 
by an HIV-positive person or from intrave- 
nous drug use. For a person who has been 
exposed to HIV, a pharmacist can dispense 
PEP, a 28-day supply of daily medication 
that has been shown to be highly effective. 

Supporters of the bill said it removes 
barriers for people to take the drug, such 
as having to wait for a doctor’s appoint- 
ment, which could take weeks. The Cali- 
fornia Health Benefit Review Program es- 
timated that the bill would result in more 
than 700 people obtaining the HIV-pre- 
vention drugs, leading to 25 fewer cases of 
new HIV transmissions in the first year of 
the law’s implementation. 

Now a senator who chairs the LGBTQ 
caucus, Wiener said expanding access 
to the drug will keep more Californians 
HIV-negative. 

“To end new HIV infections, we must 
dramatically expand access to PrEP and 
PEP yet far too many Californians who 
need these drugs struggle to access them,” 
Wiener said.

Start Equity 
Initiatives 


Two big players in the cannabis 
industry unveil new programs 
aimed at inclusion.

If most of the politicians hoping 
to be selected as the Democratic Party’s 
presidential nominee have made canna- 
bis equity a priority, it’s probably time 
for some of the industry’s most notable 
companies to join the party as well. 

To that end, cannabis delivery 
platform Eaze and cannabis recruit- 
ing platform Vangst have both begun 
separate programs in the past several 
weeks that aim to offer a helping hand 
to those most negatively affected by 
cannabis prohibition laws. 

To clarify, equity as a concept is the 


idea that those who lost their freedom, 


families, or homes as a result of dra- 
conian pot policies established in the 


name of Nixon’s failed “War on Drugs” 


should be given priority access to the 
new legal market. City governments 


in Oakland, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles are all currently spearheading 
equity programs with varying degrees 
of success. 

While this column has focused 
heavily on equity applicants pursuing 
permits to open retail operations (as 
well as manufacturing, transportation, 
and cultivation), equity is also an im- 
portant element of the workforce be- 
ing employed by the cannabis industry. 

Eaze has an established presence 
in the Bay Area — who could miss 
the billboards they often have lining 
the entrance to the Bay Bridge? They 
are also, technically speaking, not a 
cannabis company, as they serve as the 
interface that connects customers with 
cannabis dispensaries and delivery 
drivers. Regardless, on Sept. 24, the 
company unveiled Momentum, which 
is billed as a cannabis business accel- 
erator. 

The program will 
select 10 applicants to 
participate in a 10-week 
education program and 
receive a $50,000 grant 
toward their business. 

Jen Lujan, Director 
of Social Impact for 
Eaze, says the company’s 
intention is to offer an 
opportunity for under- 
represented individuals 


San Francisco’s Premier Recreational 
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— including people of color, women, 
the LGBTQ community, and anyone 
incarcerated or negatively impacted by 
pot prohibition — to take advantage 
of Eaze’s infrastructure and personnel 
to help launch their own business. 

“This program really goes beyond 
just giving a check,” Lujan says. “We 
have over 40 employee volunteers who 
are going to be dedicating their time. 
We understand that many small en- 
trepreneurs don't have a full boutique 
of services like we do. They don’t have 
an HR team or a legal team or a mar- 
keting team. They'll have access to all 
that and more during these ten weeks 
to use our ecosystem and business 
resources. 

Applicants will be selected by an 
advisory committee that includes in- 
vestors, Make Green Go CEO Wanda 
Know, and Marijuana Policy Proj- 











ect Executive Director Steve Hawkins. 
Those interested in being considered 
have until Oct. 16 to submit an ap- 
plication, with finalists announced in 
early November. 

“What we're trying to create with 
Momentum is pretty much unlike 
anything else out there,” Lujan notes, 
“both because it brings funding and 
because it brings education and access 
to opportunities.” 

Elsewhere, cannabis recruiting 
company Vangst has also recently 
started a social equity program of its 
own, which will essentially allow the 
company to help facilitate the hiring 
of qualified equity candidates in the 
cannabis industry. Launched on Sept. 
21 at a Vangst Cannabis Career Fair 
in San Francisco, the company’s goal 
is to connect 5,000 qualified equity 

applicants in California 
with jobs in both the 
recreational and medical 
industries. They currently 
plan to expand the pro- 
gram to two more states 
by 2020. 

Vangst CEO Karon 
Humiston tells SF Weekly 
that according to their 
data, a lot of networking 
got done at the expo. 

“Through our post- 
event survey, we found 
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over 80 percent of cannabis businesses 
made a hire or plan on setting up an 
interview with an attendee they met at 
the Career Fair,” Humiston says. “We 
also added attendees to our seasonal 
job platform, Vangst GIGS which con- 
nects job seekers with gigs such as har- 
vesting, trimming, and packaging.” 
Speaking specifically to Vangst’s 
interest in assisting equity applicants 
with finding work, Humiston notes 
that the timing was simply right. 
“Local governments are finally start- 
ing to acknowledge the disparity caused 
by the War on Drugs and are beginning 
to implement social equity initiatives 
in the cannabis space,’ Humiston says. 
“With the implementation of local gov- 
ernment initiatives such as the Los An- 
geles Social Equity Program, we can now 
work with these entities to connect with 
social equity qualified applicants.” 
Though caution is always warranted 
when corporate interests align them- 
selves with restorative justice move- 
ments, the fine print checks out. Wheth- 
er one considers it sufficient, the efforts 
being made by both Eaze and Vangst do 
stand to benefit numerous individuals 
who have the most legitimate claim to 
make some legal green from cannabis. 
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Putaleash 
on negligent 
dog owners

This week’s question comes from Irina in 
San Francisco, who writes:

e ‘Chris, I own a small rescue dog 
who 1s afraid of larger dogs. My son and 
I were walking our dog, on-leash, on the 
sidewalk to a nearby park when sud- 
denly an off-leash Rottweiler came 
around the corner and bounded up to 
my dog. Afraid for my dog, I reached 
down to pick him up. The Rottweiler 
jumped up on me, viciously biting my 
arm just above my elbow and drawing 
blood. Throughout the ordeal, my 
6-year-old son was screaming and cry- 
ing. I was afraid the Rottweiler was go- 
ing to kill me, my son or the dog. 
Finally, the owner of the dog ran up and 
pulled his dog off me, said he was sorry 
and that his dog had never acted this 
way before. I had to go to the hospital, 





where I was treated for the puncture 
wounds. The dog also lacerated a ten- 
don near my elbow, and I may need sur- 
gery. I have developed an infection and 
am now taking antibiotics. I’m told I 
will have a permanent scar from the 
bite marks. My son is in therapy now as 
he shakes and starts breathing rapidly 
when he encounters a large dog. 


The dog owner got nasty when I told 
him his dog should be ona leash. He 
seemed offended and said if my dog 
hadn’t barked, he wouldn’t have bitten. 
I called the police, and he started walk- 
ing away so I took his picture. They ar- 
rived and found him in the park. Heisa 
finance guy living in a big house in Noe 
Valley. I always thought people that 
filed lawsuits were just trying to makea 
quick dollar, but now that my son and I 
have been injured by this guy’s careless 
attitude, I can see why people sue guys 
like him. I want to know what my rights 
are. I have medical bills, lost time at 
work, need future plastic surgery and 
my son is in therapy.” 


e 
A e Irina, lam sorry to learn of the 
injuries you and your son suffered. For 
anyone thinking that this is an isolated 
incident, here are some statistics: In 
2016, 31 dog attacks in the USS. re- 
sulted in human death; 13 victims were 
children and 18 were adults. The Cen- 





ter for Disease Control reports there 
are more than 4.5 million dog bites an- 
nually sending more than 750,000 peo- 
ple to the hospital. Often, it is not the 
dog that is the problem; it’s the irre- 
sponsible owner who has trained the 
dog to be aggressive or let them run off 


leash. 


In California, the owner of a dog 
that bites someone (with limited 
exception for on-duty police dogs, 
protection dogs, dogs biting burglars, 
etc.) is legally responsible for all 
injuries the dog causes. We call this 
“strict liability.” When the dog bites, 
liability exists against the owner re- 
gardless of the breed or how careful 
the owner was in restraining the dog. 


Irina, you were walking on a pub- 
lic sidewalk and bit by a dog. That 
is sufficient to establish liability for 
the dog owner. You may be entitled 
to obtain damages for your medical 
expenses, past and future, wage loss 
and compensation for shock, anxiety, 
fear, emotional distress and pain. 


Given that the dog lunged in the direc- 
tion of both you and your son, he, too, 
would have a claim for negligence as he 
was put in reasonable fear of injury or 
death. Moreover, a doctrine called 
“negligent infliction of emotional dis- 
tress” (NIED) can create liability for the 
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dog owner. 


There are four elements of a NIED 
claim: (1.) The plaintiff is closely re- 
lated to injury victim, (2.) is present 
at the scene of the injury-producing 
event, (3.) was aware at the time that 
the victim was being injured and 
(4.) as a result suffered emotional 
distress. The worse cases of this type, 
which I have seen, are those where 
a parent has witnessed the death of 
their child or vice-versa. A person 
who has suffered NIED has a legal 
claim entirely separate from their 
own personal injury claim. The facts 
that you have provided suggest that 
you and your son may have claims for 
personal injury and NIED. 


After a dog bite, if the owner 
can’t demonstrate a current rabies 
vaccination, the dog may be ordered 
quarantined for observation by the 
owner or a vet. If the dog runs off, 
you may require a series of five shots 
over a 28-day period. If you are bit by 
an unknown or wild animal, get treat- 
ment immediately and in no event 
later than six days. Rabies causes 
serious neurological injury, and once 
symptoms appear, the condition can 
be fatal. 


Irina, the law can put a leash on 
this negligent dog owner and hold 


him responsible for what the dog did 
to you and your son. I recommend 
you speak to a trial lawyer knowl- 
edgeable in the area of animal/dog 
attack law. Most trial lawyers don’t 
charge for a consultation and handle 
your case on a contingency, meaning 
they only get paid if they obtain a 
recovery for you.

Few people have considered the 
question “What if the universe started 
with a pumpkin?”, but Jesse Draper is 
one of them. 

Draper is the art director for Bigs- 
ley Event House, an event production 
company based in Salt Lake City, Utah. 
For the past few years Bigsley has cre- 
ated an event called Pumpkin Nights, 
which appears, like bags of bite-size 
Hershey’s at a Walgreens, every year 
around Halloween. Draper says the 
goal is to make Pumpkin Nights feel 
like a “pop-up Disneyland” for Hal- 
loween. 


Hence his driving question as the 
art director for this squash-heavy 
event: What has never been done with 
a pumpkin before? 

“We try and think, how could you 
remix something to be a pumpkin?” 
Draper tells SF Weekly. “How could we 
take this popular thing or animal or 
art and make it a pumpkin?” It turns 
out a great many things can be made 
pumpkin-like or at least pumpkin 
adjacent. Pumpkin Nights features a 
number of areas (which, in the spirit 
of themeparkery, they dub “lands”) 
like the Pumpkin Reef, the Forbidden 


Pumpkin City, and a new one this year, 
the Enchanted Pumpkin Forest. 
Creating a Pumpkin Reef, replete 
with pumpkin jellyfish and pumpkin 
coral, and a 40-foot pumpkin drag- 
on, among other things, takes a lot 
of pumpkins. Since Pumpkin Nights 
runs from Oct. 10 through Nov. 3 in 
Santa Rosa, making pumpkin and 
jack-o-lantern sculptures using real 
squash won't work — the fruit rot over 
about three days. So most of the 3,000 
pumpkins at Pumpkin Nights are made 
out of styrofoam. With a Pumpkin 
Nights in five different cities, that’s 
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around 15,000 pumpkins to create, 
send out, and set up. 

“The secret is that we start in Feb- 
ruary, Draper says. “We have a team 
of about 15 to 20 pumpkin artists 
throughout the year.” 

Draper himself got tabbed as a 
pumpkin artist when someone from 
Bigsley noticed a 13-foot-tall foam 
sculpture he’d done — his first ever 
— of the Delicate Arch in Utah. They 
asked if he could also make a giant (9 
feet tall) pumpkin, and now he over- 
sees the creation and perfection of a 
tiny pumpkin world every fall. 
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“One of the things that’s so nice 
about a pumpkin is that it’s the perfect 
template to make other things with,” 
he says. 

In addition to the Museum of Ice 
Cream-esque pumpkin landscape — 
employees are on hand at different 
spots to help take your picture — 
Pumpkin Nights has two rides. One 
is a teacup ride where the teacups 
are — you may want to sit down for 
this — pumpkins, and the other is a 
pirate-ship style ride that swings back 
and forth. There will also be bounce 
houses and a nightly screening of 
Nightmare Before Christmas. Vendors 
will be on the premises selling food 
and beverages. 

The pumpkin gnomes, pumpkin pi- 
rates, and other pumpkin folk are not 
intended to scare anyone, Draper says. 

“We don’t want to be a spooky 
event,’ he says. “It’s not a haunted 
house, it’s not a corn maze. It’s a love 
letter to the heart of Halloween.” 

Tickets range from $16 for children 
to $20 for adults, but be aware they 
must be purchased online (i.e. they are 
not sold at the door).

Scary books 
that will change 
what you know 
about horror

with a good book, but still warm in case 
you want to take the reading outside. 
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Moreover, fall has October, which means 
it’s the perfect time to get into the Hal- 
loween spirit with some scary tales. SF 
Weekly has compiled a list of five books 
that will challenge what you know about 
America, family, and the horror genre. 
Happy reading! 


Five Midnights by Ann Davila Car- 
dinal 

Just a half hour before the clock 
strikes 12, Vico wakes up covered in 
sweat, with the suspicious feeling that 
something sinister is around. Before 
the night is over, Vico is dead, becom- 
ing one of several victims in a series 

of horrifying murders taking place in 
Puerto Rico. Javier Utierre and Lupe 
Davila soon become embroiled in the 
terror as they try to piece together its 
(potentially) supernatural causes. Ann 
Davila Cardinal combines the El Cuco 
myth with a contemporary setting ina 
novel that'll have you reading well past 
midnight. 


My Sister the Serial Killer by Oy- 
inkan Braithwaite 

My Sister the Serial Killer isn’t horror 
like its premise might suggest: Kore- 
de’s younger sister, Ayoola, is sweet, 
beautiful, and beloved by all. But, 
Ayoola has a particularly disturbing 
habit of killing the boys she dates. 
It’s frustrating for Korede, who goes 
through great pains to hide Ayoola’s 
secret with bleach, body dumps and 
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careful lies. But it also comes to a near 
breaking point for the elder sister, 
when Ayoola sets her sights on Kore- 
de’s coworker — a doctor who Korede 
is in love with. Oyinkan Braithwaite 
takes on the classic whodunnit murder 
story by giving you the answer in the 
very first page, and finding suspense 
not just through the terrifying stakes, 
but through the family drama entan- 
gled within them. My Sister the Serial 
Killer is both a terrifying and poignant 
story about womanhood, agency, and 
the lengths people will go to for the 
ones they love. 


A People’s Future of the United 
States 

Horror can be read for more than just 
a good scare. A People’s Future of the 
United States is a testament to that. A 
collection of 25 short stories from the 
speculative fiction genre, this book 
asks us what America can look like by 
bending reality through horror and 
science fiction, and what that means, 
especially for LGBTQ communities 
and people of color. There’s a plethora 
of incredible writers in this collection: 
Lesley Nneka Arimah, Charles Yu, Alice 
Sola Kim... the list goes on. 


Baby Teeth by Zoje Stage 

The general consensus on Baby Teeth 
is that it is, without a doubt, truly 
terrifying. Author Zoje Stage spins a 
tale in which mother and daughter are 
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at odds — but for horrifying reasons. 
Hanna is seven years old, deadly sweet, 
and eager to get rid of her mother, Su- 
zette, in order to be the center of her 
father’s attention, no matter what the 
cost. Suzette is just starting to catch 
onto her daughter’s less-than-innocent 
intentions. Named one of the best 
horror books from Forbes in 2018- 

19, Baby Teeth will make your heart 
pound. 


The Memory Police by Yoko Ogawa 
Longlisted for the National Book 
Award for Translated Literature, The 
Memory Police is the book of our times. 
Yoko Ogawa’s novel asks us what 
would happen if ordinary, common 
things — birds, stamps, perfume — 
disappeared, and if anyone would care 
if they couldn’t remember them? It’s a 
harrowing concept that Ogawa turns 
into a touching commentary on the 
value of memory. The Memory Police 
takes place in a surveillance state that 
echoes anxieties of our own world, 
making it a must-read dystopian thrill- 
er for 2019.

Follow brothers Wirt and Gregory 

as they try to make their way home 
through a mysterious forest filled with 
talking birds, curious creatures, anda 
troubling secret. Over the Garden Wall 
is a quintessential fall show because 
everything about it screams Octo- 
ber: the moody autumn lighting, the 
animated “Pumpkin People” dressed 
in straw, and the creeping sense that 
something is awfully wrong. Over the 
Garden Wall is brilliantly paced, with- 
holding information so that it’s almost 
impossible to discern characters’ mo- 
tives and origins, making it incredibly 
satisfying to watch through the very 
end. And, it’s a touching coming-of-age 
story about family, wrapped up in nos- 
talgia and beautiful animation.

In an interview with the 
San Francisco Chronicle, co-director Al- 
exander Woo said that he didn’t want 
The Terror: Infamy and its stories of 
Japanese-American internment to feel 
like a “museum piece.” It doesn’t. The 
horror brings an immediate reaction to 
its viewers.

A comedy: Little Monsters 
Little Monsters, starring Lupita 
Nyong’o and Josh Gad, first premiered 
at Sundance earlier this year, and is 
getting its limited release in Ameri- 
can theaters on Oct. 8 before hitting 
streaming services three days later, 
on Oct. 11. Whether or not you want 
to watch on the big screen or the 
little, Little Monsters promises to be 
an action-packed, hilarious romantic 
comedy set in the middle of disaster. 
Nyong’o plays Miss Caroline, a teacher 
taking her kindergarteners on a field 
trip when all hell breaks loose, and the 
zombie apocalypse officially reaches 
their placid playground. Now Miss 
Caroline has to figure out how to save 
her students from an invasion of the 
undead, all while keeping them grace- 
fully in the dark from the apocalypse 
around them.

Before Kristen Bell was the witty,

Now, Veronica Mars is back with 
a fourth season, five years after the 
Veronica Mars movie and 12 years after 
the third season’s end. For good reason 
too: “I want her to exist and I want her 
to exist for my daughters,” Bell tells 
Good Morning America.

to fighting injustice, makes a pretty 
good role model. While the show isn’t 
strictly Halloween themed, it'll satisfy 
your craving for intense mystery and 
enigmatic characters.

Halloween 
Costume Dos 
and Don'ts

It’s spooky season 2019 and you 
might have a lot of questions on your 
mind. Will the President be impeached? 
Will I ever find parking? And since you 









































know you'll be asked it eventually, what 
are you going to do for Halloween? We’re 
still figuring out the first two, but for 
costume preparations SF Weekly has you 
covered: check out these expert DOs and 
DON'Ts from local names with killer cos- 
tume game. 


DO: Shop locally. 

Tired of further enriching the world’s 
richest man? As an alternative to Ama- 
zon, consider window-shopping at one 
of San Francisco’s year-round costume 
stores, rich in local lore and diverse 
dress-up options that will keep profit 
in the community. 

Costumes on Haight has been 
queer-owned and operated in the same 
location for the better part of three de- 
cades, making it a San Francisco staple. 
The American Conservatory Theater 
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in SoMa has had an even longer run 
renting costumes exclusively designed 
for stage production — perfect for 
recreating the look of Game of Thrones, 
Hamilton, or Downton Abbey. 

“It’s an experience that not a lot 
of people who don’t work in theater 
have, to come here and get fitted just 
like an actor does for a play,” said Jef 
Valentine, inventory manager at A.C.T. 
Costume Rentals. 


DON’T: Be afraid of embracing 
your inner nerd. 

Do you like video games? No? Well 
brace yourselves, because Spirit’s an- 
nual “Halloween Hotlist” declares 2019 
a marquee year for costumes from hit 
games such as Fornite, Overwatch, and 
Borderlands 3. See this year’s list for 
inspiration or a sense of the competi- 
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tion. If it’s memes you want, the Spirit 
pop-up store in the Sunset District has 
full-body costumes for Baby Shark, an- 
ime, and the cast of Stranger Things 3. 
For those in need of a Halloween night 
“plus one,’ a life-size animatronic Pen- 
nywise is also available. 


DO: Go for a style with miles. 
Whether you're attending bar crawls, 
raves, or re-visiting trick-or-treating, 
it’s important to have a costume that 
will last the night. “For me, comfort 
is the number one factor — but it also 
has to be a complete look,” said Lisa 
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Serdengecti, owner of Fantasy Cloth- 
ing Co. in SoMa, where she showcases 
a new ensemble daily on the store’s 
Instagram. 

If you're out at night on the town, 
Austin Efurd of Costumes on Haight 
suggests wearing a wig to add not only 
style but functional warmth akin toa 
beanie. If you tend to run hot, opt for 
temporary hair dye as an alternative. 


DON’T: Paint your face with cray- 
ons. 

For looks involving face paint and 
make-up work, veteran artist Robyn 
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Jean says to consider hiring a pro- 
fessional. Jean’s network Bay Area 
Face Painters books individuals and 
corporate events for companies like 
Facebook and Dropbox. But if you’re 
going the D.LY. route, she says, avoid 
the low-end wax-based face paints 
available in stores. 

“That waxy paint won't last and it 
rubs off very easily, so you're just going 
to look like a mess by the end of the 
night,” Jean said. “The best stuff you’re 
going to buy is online.” 

Jean suggests online retailers such 
as Sillyfarm.com or San Francisco's 
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Kryolan store. In a pinch, make-up kits 
such as Snaazaroo will perform better 
than wax crayon face paints. Cassandra 
Love, San Francisco-based make-up 
artist behind C-Love, also encourages 
ditching the store for higher-quality 
face paints such as TAG and FAB avail- 
able online. 

“If you don’t have a costume, no 
matter what, paint your face,” Love 
said. “Even if it’s just a half skull, your 
whole costume can be your face.” 

Love’s favorite part of the Hallow- 
een season is learning new looks for 
clients on the fly, whether she’s prep- 
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ping a party-goer to look like a car- 
crash victim, a mermaid, or an oil spill. 

She suggests liquid latex as an “easy 
to use and super fun” way to give skin 
texture or create fake wounds (“owi- 
es’). Just make sure you're not allergic 
and avoid applying in areas with hair. 
Mehron’s Spirit Gum face glue is her 
go-to option for facial adhesives like 
mustaches. 

“It lasted me all three days of Burn- 
ing Man,” Love said. “It works really 
well.” 


DO: Consider the planet. 

If your plan is to sparkle in costume or 
hit up the spooktacular rave circuit this 
Halloween, consider going with glitter 
that would make Mother Earth proud. 
Jean suggests choosing chunky glitter 
made from biodegradable materials, 
including eucalyptus leaves, rather 
than traditional polyester. 

“There’s definitely a safer biode- 
gradable version of glitter out there, 
Jean said. “It’s a little bit pricier, but 
for anyone who doesn’t want to just 
bring polyester particles all over the 
place it’s a mindful alternative.” 


”? 


DO: Team up with bae. 
Halloween presents a perfect oppor- 
tunity to embrace a different side of 
your personality, Efurd says. There’s no 
easier way to avoid being “singled out” 
than to team up with a friend or signif- 
icant other for a couple’s costume. 
“You can have fun with each other 
and work on communication — in- 
stead of doing what you want, what 
you want to do together,” Efurd said. 


DON’T: Panic. 

Sure, last year the novelty of dressing 
as “person who forgot it’s Halloween” 
wore thin. But it doesn’t take much to 
join the fun with a quirky and memo- 
rable costume. Consider, for instance, 
the low effort genius of these ideas 
definitely not stolen from cartoon chil- 
dren: inversions of pop culture such 

as Dragon with a Girl Tattoo, or André 
3000 the Giant. Combine a habit and a 
briefcase and you become “Nun of your 
business,” without sounding aggres- 
sive. And there’s an easy path straight 
from work to the most obscure look at 
the costume party as Paul Rudd from I 
Love You Man. 

Whether you opt for biodegradable 
glitter or an eighteenth-century show- 
stopper, Halloween is a chance to ex- 
press oneself with maximum flair and 
minimum shame. 

“It can be as simple as coming in 
and getting a little wig for a change of 
personality, or allow yourself to let go 
of patterns or habits that you're used 
to putting on,” Efurd said. “Every day 
we put on costumes, the question is, 
how much fun are we having with it?”

Last September, San Francisco’s 
indigenous leaders won a long-fought 
battle that made headlines across the na- 
tion. They successfully petitioned for the 
removal of a 124-year-old statue entitled 
“Early Days,” which depicted a Native 
American on the ground at the hands of 
a triumphant vaquero and Catholic 
priest. In short, it glorified colonial op- 
pression. 

So when “Early Days” was finally 
taken down from its spot at Civic 
Center Plaza, Barbara Mumby Huerta, 
an indigenous artist and director of 
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community investments at the San 
Francisco Arts Commission, knew that 
it was time to reclaim its space. 

“How do we take a place that held 
so much trauma and pain — how do 
we transform that?” Mumby Huerta 
says. What is our role as a city of 
transforming space to then make it a 
place of hope and resiliency?” 

The result was “The Continuous 
Thread: Celebrating Our Interwoven 
Histories, Identities, and Contribu- 
tions,” an exhibit celebrating both the 
removal of “Early Days” and the 50th 
anniversary of the Native American 
Occupation of Alcatraz — a historical 
display of activism that happened in 
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San Francisco’s bay. The exhibit con- 
sists of three different photoshoots 
by three indigenous artists, each with 
its varying concept and purpose. For 
Mumby Huerta, finding indigenous 
artists was integral to the exhibit’s 
process. 

“The community not only needs to 
be elevated and portrayed in a way that 
is authentic and uplifting, but also the 
quality and the excellence the commu- 
nity has needs to be on display too,” 
Mumby Huerta says. “We’ve been very 
intentional about having the heart 
work and hard work being done by in- 
digenous people.”

Tsinhnahjinnie, an associate professor 
in the Department of Native American 
Studies at U.C. Davis, took place over 
two days in April, regardless of rain or 
sun (there was a “steady downpour” on 
the first day). Tsinhnahjinnie’s photos 
had indigenous lawyers, activists, and 
more smile, stand, or raise their fists in 
power on the plinth where the original 
“Early Days” sculpture used to be. 

Another photographer, Britt Brad- 
ley, used a 19th century wet-collodion 
process to capture group portraits with 
vignetting edges and a monochrome 
palette. Or in other words, making 
these contemporary photos appear 
from another century. 
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“She’s taking the process and spin- 
ning it, and questioning the concept of 
the ‘vanishing Indian,” Mumby Huerta 
says. 

The third photographer, Jean 
Melesaine, took close-up portraits of 
indigenous individuals against a black 
background with dramatic lighting. 
These photographs — in addition to 
being displayed in “The Continuous 
Thread” — were then projected on the 
Asian Art Museum, larger-than-life. 

“It’s unprecedented for the city, 
the Arts Commission specifically, to 
support what I feel is one of the most 
marginalized communities in such a 
profound way,’ Mumby Huerta says. 
“The Continuous Thread” builds upon 
a whole series of both pre-existing 
and new fall initiatives, like the an- 
nual American Indian Film Festival, a 
fashion show, and a concert with Buffy 
Sainte-Marie. 

Carolyn Kuali’, the curator of the 
exhibit, feels that “The Continuous 
Thread” is one way indigenous history 
and the complexities of the community 
— shaped by centuries of colonialism, 
assimilation and relocation policies, 
and multigenerational activism — can 
be visualized through art. 

“It was really important for me to 
honor that history. That’s why ‘Con- 
tinuous Thread’ was chosen,” Kuali’ 
says about the title, which Kuali’i and 
Mumby Huerta both worked on. “If 
you look on the wall you'll see multiple 
generations.” 

Those generations — new and old 
— represent the concept of the contin- 
uous thread, of the ongoing story. One 
of Kuali’i’s favorite photos in the ex- 
hibit is actually one of the youth — of 
young indigenous community leaders. 

“They’re finding their way. They’re 
making their mark,” Kuali’i says. 
“They're continuing the thread.”

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Almodovar’s ‘Pain and Glory’ 
ls a Beautiful Ode to Cinema 
and to Memory 


Starring Antonio Banderas and Penelope Cruz, Pain and Glory is a quiet meditation on nostalgia.

In Pedro Almodovar’s latest 
movie, Pain and Glory, memories rise 
and fall throughout the film, first 
slowly and seamlessly, later becoming 
so intense that they blur with the pres- 
ent, sometimes even manifesting in 
film director Salvador Mallo’s (Antonio 
Banderas) current life in curious ways. 
A film about film might seem like 
self-indulgent awards fodder, and it’s 
been done countless times before (the 
most recent example being this sum- 
mer's Once Upon a Time in Hollywood, 
directed by Quentin Tarantino). But 
Pain and Glory is deeply intimate and 
self-aware as it focuses on one man’s 
life from rural Spain to his current life 
as a well-off, successful filmmaker, and 
the relationship he holds with the cin- 
ema. 

It’s clear from the onset that 
Salvador is plagued with a lot of prob- 
lems, mostly because there’s a good 
2.5 minute segment with comput- 
er-generated diagrams that explains 
exactly what seriously ails him, from 
his depression to the various bodily 
pains that give him difficulty in his 
day-to-day life. While a scientific 
introduction like this might veer 
on the edge of gracelessness, it’s 
actually quite effective, setting the 
terms for our protagonist plainly. We 
know that Salvador is struggling. But 
simply knowing someone’s medical 
record doesn’t exactly create an audi- 
ence-to-screen connection. 

That’s where the flashbacks come 
in. Bits and pieces of Salvador’s mem- 
ories are spliced through his present 
day life, tied by a loose pattern. Each 
surfacing memory is later resurfaced 
through physical manifestations in 
the film’s fictive present: An old lover 
comes to visit; a long-lost portrait 
comes into view; Salvador’s mother 
Jacinta (Penelope Cruz) — who occu- 
pies the majority of Salvador’s flash- 


backs — is thought of posthumously 
with layered filial guilt. There’s noth- 
ing quite like nostalgia — it carries a 
universal power through individual 
experiences. 

That’s part of the appeal of what 
Salvador calls autofiction, and part 
of the danger too. When Salvador 
talks to his mother about his child- 
hood and its influence on his autobi- 
ographical, fictional films, they start 
to disagree about movie representa- 
tions of rural Spain, where Salvador 
grew up, and where his mother lived 
through the rest of her life. “My 
neighbors don't like you showing 
them,” Jacinta says. “They think you 
show them like rednecks.” 

“The things you say. I couldn’t 
treat them with more respect or 
devotion,” Salvador responds, 
surprised. “Whenever I can, I talk 
about you and I say that you and the 
neighbors made me what I am. I owe 
everything to you.” It’s clear that 
everyone's pasts and presents will be 
remembered differently, especially 


when class mobility complicates the 
relationship, something that Pain and 
Glory very subtly builds. 

But that’s part of the necessary 
clauses of nostalgia — that every re- 
membered experience will somehow 
feel so unique and special to the in- 
dividual’s imagination. For Salvador, 
those lived experiences come through 
the cinema and his work in film, a 
relationship that’s so sweetly remem- 
bered and shown as Salvador clings 
onto the memories of his childhood 
theaters, where a small crowd would 
gather in front of a whitewashed wall 
in the summer. “In the cinema of my 
childhood,’ Salvador recounts, “it 
always smells of piss, and of jasmine, 
and of the summer breeze.” 

Not all things last — that’s the 
bitter part about nostalgia, the 
thing that makes people hold onto 
it so tightly. Pain and Glory seems to 
understand that as the whole film is 
haunted by death, the possibility of 
it, and the question of legacy. You 
might argue that the plot is struc- 
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tured around Salvador’s 
health problems, as they 
slowly careen to a reck- 
oning. But fixating on a 
fear of ends isn’t what 
Pain and Glory wants. As 
Jacinta talks about how 
she wants to be buried 
in what are presumably 
the last weeks of her life, 
it’s clear that the film’s 
approach to memory and 
to loss are rather similar: 
“If they tie my feet to 
bury me, you untie them 
and say I asked you to,” 
she says to Salvador. 
“The place where I’m go- 
ing, I want to go in very 


lightly.”

The Ground Beneath My Feet 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 


The distributor of Marie Kreutzer’s The Ground 
Beneath My Feet describes it as “reminiscent of” 
Roman Polanski’s Repulsion, which is true insofar as 
they’re both psychological thrillers with icy blonde 
protagonists who gradually lose their minds. But 
where Polanski’s thesis boiled down to “Women, 
right?”, Kreutzer paints a more nuanced portrait 
of the dehumanizing effects of the aesthetically- 
sterile, male-dominated business world. Lola 
(Valerie Pachner) is a Type-A executive in Vienna 
who maintains her eminence front by keeping 
secrets, such as the fact that she’s having an affair 
with her boss Elise (Mavie Horbiger), or that Lola’s 
older sister Conny (Pia Hierzegger) has paranoid 
schizophrenia. Already navigating a world full of 
men who expect moral dessert for pointing out 
they chose not to be creepy, Lola’s own grip on 
reality begins to falter when Conny attempts to 

kill herself during the dreariest part of Germany’s 
dreary season, then begins calling Lola at all hours. 
If Conny represents the messiness of being human, 
Lola represents how much messier things can get 
when that humanity is sublimated. Kreutzer makes 
this explicit with a sign outside the office gym 
where Lola is constantly doing cardio which quotes 
the best track from Radiohead’s 1998 OK Computer: 
“Fitter. Happier. More Productive.” The ground 
beneath our feet has been shifting for decades.

The Dead Center 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 


It’s indie cinema’s loss that Shane Carruth has 
only directed two films, 2004’s Primer and 2013's 
Upstream Color. Director Billy Senese’s horror movie 
The Dead Center is also Carruth’s first starring 

role in someone else’s film, and it suggests co- 
producer Carruth could have had a side career as a 
leading man if he’d wanted. Hospital psychiatrist 
Daniel (Carruth) is determined to help a John Doe 
(Jeremy Childs) who stumbles upstairs from the 
morgue, where he had already been tagged and 
bagged. Daniel's job is made difficult both by his 
own personal demons, and the fact that bodies are 
starting to pile up in the psych ward. Meanwhile, 
in a separate narrative stream, medical examiner 
Edward (Bill Feehely) gets his Quincy on as he 
investigates Doe’s true identity. The characters are 
written well enough that the film could have still 
worked without the supernatural element. But 
much like his previous film Closer to God, Senese 
isn’t afraid to swerve The Dead Center into full-on 
pulp, including Edward discovering that always- 
welcome expositional device: The Wall of Relevant 
Newspaper Clippings. Senese also makes great use 
of the sound design, and glitchy visuals which are 
unnerving without resorting to cheap jump scares. 
But most importantly, The Dead Center gives us 
more Carruth, and he brings the film to life. SC

If you’ve ever worked in a book- 
store, you know the challenge of some- 
one coming in with a firm idea of the 
novel they’re looking for — only not by 
title or author. “It’s sorta turquoise with 
a little panda on the cover,” they'll say. 
“And it’s about that big.” 

It’s not just books, apparently. 

Fort Point Beer Co.’s new taproom 
on Valencia Street is built around the 
Presidio craft brewery’s distinct style, 
with boldly colored six-pack boxes that 
depict stylized versions of landmarks 
like Sutro Tower or the Golden Gate 
Bridge. Because some people remem- 
ber the packaging better than they re- 
member that the tropical IPA is called 
Animal or the KSA is the house Kolsch. 

“People come to us because they 
love our packaging,” says creative di- 
rector Dina Dobkin, whose husband 
Justin Catalana is also one of the 
cofounders. “A lot of people will be 
like, ‘Oh, I love your blue beer. I like 
your orange beer.’ They don’t know the 
names, but they respond to the color 
of the can.” 

But simply exporting those graphics 
to the interior of a 3D space — a wall- 
paper print, say — would feel obvious. 
So Dobkin went a different route. An 
architect whose portfolio at Fort Point 
expanded to include the company’s 
design, she worked with Bay Area neon 
artist Shawna Peterson to fabricate 
two pieces that pay homage to the 
brewery’s iconic linearity. The instal- 
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lation in the rear is that delightfully 
lurid red of true neon, while the blue 
piece up front hangs on a deeper blue 
wall (one that happens to be covered in 
fabric, not paint). Color is a big part of 
the project, Dobkin says. 

“On a small object it’s one thing, 
but when you apply it to a space it can 
really shift the mood and tone,” she 
says. So that’s why in the front we 
have this bold blue to pull people in 
from the outside, and a naturally low 
ceiling that creates this little color tun- 
nel that’s transformative. As you walk 
in, it makes this double-height space 
seem even more light and airy because 
of the contrast.” 

With its skylights, the room chang- 
es through the course of the day, too, 
making it look markedly different at 
various hours of the day. Dobkin want- 
ed to capitalize on its features to draw 
as much beer drinkers in from Valencia 
Street as she could — and not just be- 
cause a lot of beer drinkers walk down 
Valencia. 

“Our Presidio facility doesn’t allow 
people,” she says. “But we get foot 
traffic, because in Google it says we’re 
open and we can’t get Google to fix 
it — so people come there all the time. 
We're psyched to be here.” 

Notably, the taproom is not a brew- 
ery. All production remains several 
miles away, near the spot where Kim 
Novak threw herself into the Bay in 
Vertigo. Therefore, filling it with brick, 
rusty metal, and reclaimed wood and 
the industrial motifs of most breweries 
that are open to the public wouldn't

be entirely honest. So, as with places 
like Temescal Brewery and Rose’s Tap- 
room in Oakland, the emphasis was on 
making this project a welcoming place 
for people to hang out in what feels a 
little like a Helsinki cafe from the year 
2035, drinking beer that’s “familiar, 
but different — and a little bit better,” 
as Dobkin puts it. 

Executive Chef Eric Ehler deliber- 
ately created a menu that avoids one- 
to-one food-and-beer pairings in lieu 
of “tasty and highly craveable food that 
goes really well with drinkable beer.” 
Fort Point’s ethos is nothing too ec- 
centric or over-the-top in flavor — the 
weirdest offering is probably Manzani- 
ta, a smoky beer made with wood from 
the tree of the same name that is still 
very balanced and non-threatening — 
so he tried to match that with recog- 
nizable versions of 13 or so things 
that are easy to eat, like fried potatoes, 
cheeseburgers, and Crab Rangoon. The 
kitchen serves food every day from 11 
a.m. until 11 p.m., and while working 
in it, Ehler admits he’d gotten used to 
drinking beers warm to save on fridge 
space. But he’s also partial to drink 
KSA over ice, favoring lighter beer by 
day to stay productive all night. 

“I go out all the time,” he says. “I 
have Margarita Mondays with my 
friends at Los Yaquis or Tommy’s 
Joynt. Hopefully, this becomes some- 
one else’s Margarita Monday, like ‘Let’s 
get a cheeseburger and a couple KSAs.’ 
I want my industry friends to add it 
to their rotations. There’s not a lot 
of places you can go and hang out on 


Mondays.” 

“We don’t need to be ultra-precious 
and make beer into wine,” Dobkin says. 
“We’re into food, but we don’t need 
to put it on this crazy pedestal. You're 
coming here to hang out.” 

As Bay Area breweries open tap- 
rooms all over — Fieldwork is set to 
have seven more in short order — Fort 
Point isn’t quite on an expansion 
blitz. There’s a small space in the Ferry 
Building already, and their Mill Valley 
Beerworks property is set to get a re- 
fresh and reopen as a proper Fort Point 
location (as is a small spot in Rockridge 
that they haven’t opened yet). It’s the 
January acquisition and forthcoming 
renovation of Black Sands Brewery in 
the Lower Haight that might be the 
other big change. 

“We started brewing Black Sands’ 
beers,’ Dobkin says. “But not the Black 
Sands beers that were previously at 
Black Sands. That will be a subgroup 
for us, going with the thing that Fort 
Point is a drinkable beer that even beer 
people get into. I think the Black Sands 
people are beer-nerdy, and maybe 
we would try to make something we 
wouldn’t make under the Fort Point 
umbrella. It’s a chance for us to exper- 
iment.” 

In that vein, Fort Point has 
draft-only beers that debut once a 
month or so. It’s the beginning of the 
product pipeline, a opportunity to play 
around before something joins the ex- 
isting line of nine sessionable canned 
beers, and while Dobkin can’t reveal 
the details of what’s coming in 2020, 
she assures us that there will be growl- 
ers to go. And Fort Point’s sought-after 
dim sum event at Hong Kong Lounge 
IT in the Richmond during Beer Week 
every February isn’t going anywhere. 
It’s their “crown jewel event,’ Dobkin 
says. 

“There’s this guy who celebrates his 
birthday there every single year,” she 
adds. “Last year I got him his ticket. 
It’s kind of similar to our concept of 
not making beer into something it’s 
not. It’s the perfect place to drink our 
beer. But this is our chance to host 
people.”

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From Reality TV to Speakeasy

It’s easy for serious music fans to 
hate reality TV talent shows like The 
Voice, because in many ways they repre- 
sent a boiled-down version of what the 
industry is from a mainstream perspec- 
tive — image-obsessed, safe, and sani- 
tized. We get to see the horror and 
humiliation of it all play out for our en- 
tertainment — everything that holds 
back the real artists while giving a plat- 
form to the average. 

But every now and then, the shows 
drop us a gem. Adam Lambert, for ex- 
ample, has been dazzling on tour with 
Queen and he came out of season eight 
of American Idol. And then there’s Bay 
Area resident Kat Robichaud, a season 
five contestant on The Voice in 2013. 

Back then, Robichaud stuck out like 
a leather-clad thumb. She had a voice 
that slayed, and a strut and swagger 
that screamed “rock star.” Watching 
the judges dissect her heartfelt perfor- 
mances felt icky. She was and is above 
that nonsense. Still, she got to perform 
for a TV audience of approximately 15 
million. 

“Producers tell you what to do, what 
to say, how to act, how to dress,” she 
says now. When you're in that bubble, 
you can’t really think straight. I made 
some stupid decisions that weren’t the 
best songs for me to sing but I thought 
would be popular songs. But I did 


well considering I’m a loud mouthed 
rock & roller and I found that wives 
in the Midwest were not a fan of me. 
It was like I was going to reach out of 
the screen and grab their husbands. I 
got called a skank on Twitter. It’s fine, 
I wrote a song about it. But it was a 
great way to toughen your skin, and 
learn that what people are saying on 
the internet means absolutely noth- 
ing.” 

That’s a valuable lesson — people 
will be gross on Twitter and it pays to 
ignore that crap. Ultimately though, 
Robichaud says that her The Voice expe- 
rience was a rewarding one. 

“It’s like a double edged-sword,” 
she says. “On the one hand, you've 
been given this great opportunity, this 
incredible platform. With that, I dida 
successful Kickstarter and was able to 
put out my first album. When I moved 
to San Francisco, it was a really nice 
calling card — anybody I was interest- 
ed in working with, I would send my 
YouTube videos which were still up at 
the time. At one point in time, I had 
millions of views on my videos.” 

Robichaud grew up in North Caro- 
lina and she got her degree in graphic 
design. In her senior year, she joined a 
band that recorded albums of original 
music but would make their money 
performing covers at weddings and 
the like. 

“It wasn't what I wanted to be do- 
ing, singing ‘Sweet Home Alabama’ 
every night, but I learned a lot about 
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how to talk to an audience and stuff 
like that,” she says. 

The singer moved to San Francisco 
about five years ago after her stint on 
TV. Her husband is an engineer with a 
biochem startup (she calls him a “mad 
scientist”), so when the couple were 
looking for a city that could accommo- 
date both of their careers, San Francis- 
co was an obvious choice. 

So now she’s here, minus any mas- 
sive TV network backing, standing 
on her own two feet as a local artist. 
She still has a few loyal fans that dis- 
covered her through The Voice, but for 
the most part people forget the con- 
testants from season five as soon as 
season six begins. No matter, she’s out 
here doing her own thing with a style 
she defines as “theatrical rock & roll.” 

“David Bowie is my number one and 
has been for a long time,” she says. “I 
love Freddie Mercury and Queen. Mar- 
ilyn Manson is another person that I 
was super into growing up. I always felt 
he was a pop star in disguise. Amanda 
Palmer has been a real influence on 
me. I got introduced to her and Neil 
Gaiman through fans on The Voice. I’ve 
had the opportunity to perform with 
Amanda a few times now.” 

That makes complete sense; all of 
those artists, especially former Dres- 
den Dolls singer Palmer, share a “dark 
cabaret” sensibility with Robichaud, 
highlighted by the fact she started her 
own Misfit Cabaret a year after moving 
here. 





“T started it with my partner Jordan 
Nathan,” Robichaud says. “She and I 
produce it together. We started in an 
illegal speakeasy that held about 100 
people. Those are still around. We only 
did a few shows there before we moved 
to the Great Star Theater in the heart 
of Chinatown. Then we moved to Z 
Space which is in the Mission and is a 
smaller theater. We did that for a year 
and then we just moved to the Alcazar, 
which is a 500 seat theater and it is in 
the heart of the theater district so it’s 
legit. It’s a year long residency — we'll 
be there until the beginning of June 
and then see how it goes. We might 
stay for another year.” 

The performance, she says, is a 
variety show inside of a musical — a 
framed narrative. There are fun covers 
in there, as well as original material. 

“We have a rotating cast of mu- 
sicians, drag queens, burlesque 
performers, aerialists, vaudevillians, 
puppets — we have a puppet troupe 
that we work with called Shadow Cir- 
cus Creative Theatre,’ Robichaud says. 
“They've got something really special 
for our Halloween show. So creepy, and 
huge. I love when our audience dresses 
up to come to our show, like it’s an 
event.” 

Theatrical rock & roll, with drag 
queens and puppets — seriously, what 
more could you want? It’s a very dif- 
ferent world to the one she left behind 
with Blake Shelton and the rest, and 
she’s thriving in it. She did exactly the 
right thing — take all of the good from 
the The Voice experience and leave the 
bullshit behind. 

“T maintained a lot of fans but I 
think for the most part people don’t 
care as much about the contestants as 
they do the coaches,” she says. “It was a 
positive experience and it’s part of the 
journey. Amanda Palmer told me that 
I needed to hit the ground running as 
soon as I got off the show. Grab all of 
the fans that are just as weird as me.” 

She found them right here.

Noticing parallels between the internment of Japanese-Americans 
during WWII and the Trump administration’s harsh actions and 
rhetoric regarding immigration, Kishi Bashi’s latest album, Omoiyari, 
is a bold protest against hate and xenophobia that maneuvers around 
its heavy topics with a sense of optimism and respect. A singer, 
songwriter, and multi-instrumentalist, the Berklee-educated Kaoru 
Ishibashi performed with the band of Montreal and Regina Spektor in 
addition to forming his own band, Jupiter One. Now performing solo 
as Kishi Bashi, the musician released his debut album 151A in 2012, 

a whimsical chamber pop day-trip that centers around Ishibashi’s 
haunting vocals and sweeping violins that proved to be a critical 
success. Kishi Bashi’s third album, 2016’s Sonderlust, would hear 
Ishibashi experiment with more electronic instrumentation along with 
unexpected but welcome soft rock and R&B influences. Horrified with 
the surge of white supremacy in the U.S., Ishibashi spent the next few 
years visiting former Japanese-American prison sites and interviewing 
survivors from the era, coming up with musical concepts in the 
process. The result is Kishi Bashi’s fourth album, Omoiyari, a Japanese 
word that Ishibashi claims, “Refers to the idea of creating compassion 
towards other people by thinking about them.” Armed with a palpable 
sense of purpose, Omoiyari is an effective art piece that encourages the 
listener to view others in the world with empathy.

Food Doesn't 
Belong in Vaginas

We brought Savage Love Live to the Music 
Box Theatre in Chicago, the Barrymore Theatre 
in Madison, and the Pantages Theatre in 
Minneapolis over three nights. As is always the 
case at live shows, the crowd had more questions 
than I could possibly answer in a single night. So 
in this week’s column, I’m going to tear through 
some of the questions I wasn’t able to get to. 


If you use food for vaginal play, is there any type 
you should definitely avoid? 


Lasagna makes for a lousy insertion toy. (Food 
doesn’t belong in vaginas; there could be bacteria 
on the food, even after washing, that results in a

Wait, I can say that in a nicer 
way: Maybe your poly friend’s wife is an introvert 
who would rather stay home and she’s only too 
delighted that the flavor-of-the-week is willing to 
escort her wife to the box social. But if you miss 
your friend’s wife, maybe give her a call and invite 
her to lunch? 


My former lover cheated on his current live-in 
girlfriend with me. She has no idea. Should I tell her 
what a narcissistic cheater her boyfriend is? 


Vengeful former affair partners don’t 
have much more credibility than narcissistic 
cheaters—indeed, people view both with similar 
contempt.
